ther. Fon, familiar conuerſation, and ſrequent 
compante keeping, encreaſeth (as the Pꝛo⸗ 
uerbe ſaith) this friendſhip, and ſowdzcth men 
together in this e . agreement of 
myndes. Now, Friendſhip is ſuch a kinde of 


loue and inwarde affection , as that there can

Neither pet doth friendſhip ceaſſe oꝛ bftere 
Iy periſh, though abſence, growing vpon iufk 
and reaſonable cauſes:as we map ſee in Da- 
uid and Jonathan, whole friendſhip cõtinued 
and laſted ſtill, the one ( notwithſtanding)be⸗ 
ing abſent from the other: fo2 ſuch deepe roo⸗ 
ted goodwill, and ſuch ardent affection can 
not be eaſely quench®, Therefoze, Friend- 
ſhip being firſt well and ſurely grounded bez 
tweene perſons pꝛeſent, tontinueth ſtill euen 
betweene them being abſent: and the further 
they be aſunder, the greater commonly is the 
long ing defire of either partie to other: and 
the moze vehementip doth their enflamed 
myndes enereaſe.

Mu hat is therefoꝛe this true and Clyiſtian 
PFriendſhip whereot wee now ſpeake: Many 
men doe bzing many reaſons, whereby they 
goe about (it not altogether and plainly to cx⸗ 
plicate and at large to diſplape, yct at leaſt 
wiſe ) to depaynt and ſomewhat to ſhadow out 
the fozce and nature thercof, Some therfoze 
define it with too large circumſtaunces , and 
ſome againe,hemme it in within too narrowe 
o compalle. Fo2 they which ſap, that Friend- 
ſhipis a conſent of mindes in all cauſcs and 
all matters whatſoeuer, doe not well aduiſe 
themſelues , what they ſap: foz that, they dee 
ſtretch the foꝛce of Friendſhippe further thin 
they ought to doe. Fon, there may bee mar y 
things, wherein two men oz moe doe not «ls 
waies agree together in one, but be of dtucrs 
and ſundꝛie opinions , As namely, they may 
at ſome tymes agree together to doe ſone 
good thing, and oftentymes againe,they map - 
tonſult together to do ſome things naughtie 
and wicked: So that in ſuch a caſe, this con⸗ 
ſent of mindes in them ought rather to be ter⸗ 
med a ſecrete compact, a whilpering aſſem⸗

and ffevfaſt Friendſhip For they that ſo de; 


fine Friendſhip, that they make it to be a con⸗

Merchandize. 

But wee doe thinke that Friendſhip ay 
very well be thus defined,if wee ſay, that it is 


a Pact oz Couenaunt made betweene two 


perſons, (God himſelfe beeing called to wit⸗ 
neſſe) wherein they faithfully pꝛomiſe, th one 
to th'other, mutually to loue, cheriſh, and en⸗ 
tierly to conlerue, pꝛotect, maintaine and ve⸗ 
fend one the others perſon, eſtate, and goods, 


ſo farre footh as it may lawfully bee done, 


without bꝛeach of God his lawe,oz diſhonour 


to his woꝛde. Mhich definitton being parti * 


cularly examined, ſhal the better appeare, and 
be found to carte in it the moe certaintie and 
trueth , Pierome in his 5. Epiſtle doth thus 
define it: Friendſhippe is a mutuall loue ene 
graffed in the mynde, and a ſtrong linking of 
the harts together, chaſt, ſincere, and without 
emulation. 

And ſirſt it is called a Pact oz Couenant, 
becauſe in Friendſhippe this ſeemeth to be a 


thing thereunto ſingularlie and peculiarlie 
appꝛopziate, that there is alwates betweene 
17 faithkull 
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Chriſtian Friendſlipe 
faithfull vowed Louers,a certame bargatne 
agreement ſolemnely made, So did Iona- 


than and Dauid agree and conſent betwene 
themſelues, making a Couenaunt betweene 
them, and that not only once, but many times 


trenewed and repeated. Fog, as loue and cha- 


ritie doch generally commaũd and will euery 


ments:ſo ſpectally & namely in true Friend- 
ſhip, it is among Friends moſt chiefly requi⸗ 
red, that their faithfull hearts and true affec⸗ 
tions may not bee ſmoothered in ſecrecie, o2 
kept vnknowne, but be apparaunted, made os 
pen and manifeſted, 

Foz, ſuch is the fozce and efficacie of this 


doue and affeqion which knitteth and linketh 
them together, chat it will not in any wiſe bee 
phidd, but willbzeake foozth into open ſhewe, 


 TUherbyit commeth to pale, that the one ve⸗ 


tereth and ceſtifieth to the other, what affer⸗ 


} tion raigneth in him, and what deſire he hath 


to bee loued againe ofthe other, whom he ſs 


ardently fauoureth , Among other kindes of 


J men, the mutuall goodwill that one beareth 


to an other may many tymes be kept lecrete 


or in anp caſe ſo be.

and againeſaieth , ſpeaketh tuen againff his 
owne Conſcience, 

Finally, theſe fozmer Arguments of the 
againſapers, are vnſufficient and pꝛooue nos 
thing: becauſe they may both of chem be eaſt 
ly anſwered and quickly confuted. As firſt, J 
ſay and anſwere that ( by entring into a cer⸗ 
taine hearty and inward friendſhip withfome 
one particuler-perſon ) the generall Com⸗ 
maundement and Pꝛecept of almightie God 
is neither hindꝛed no} taken away. Fo, God 
himſelf who teacheth vs to loue all men, hath 
(notwithſtanding) by his Lawe appoynted 
certaine degrees of Loue, fo) vs to followe, 
whereby wee are to loue ſome moꝛe tenderly 
and dearely then other ſome , Foz, he willeth 
vs not to peeld alike and equall laue vnto all 
men indifferently and without reſpect: ſee⸗ 


ing that, wee are commaunded to loue our War. 7 
wile moꝛe then our parents: our Childzen a- G. 
boue Straungers: and them which bee of the Gl.. 10. 


honſhold of Faith, moe then Tnfidels, Sees 
ing therefoze in reſpect of conſanguinitie, 
kindꝛed and pꝛoximitie of bloud, it is lawfull 


fon vs to make a difference, by louing our nee⸗ 


11 friendes moꝛe ardently and with grea er

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affection then others: and to dilcerne betwene 
the in warde heartie loue which wee beare to 
them, andthe common generall loue which 
vniuerſallie we beare to all others: why may 
wee not ails bee allowed the ſame, in reſpect

true Chziſtian friend of whom we here ſpeake 
is farre from any of theſe endes: neither. res 
ſpectethhe any of all theſe afoꝛeſayd purpo⸗ 
ſes:but his chiefe and pꝛincipall dꝛift is, that 
in this his Friendſhip, God ſpecially may be 
truely honozed, and his Meighoour vnkained⸗ 
ly Ioued. Fo2,this onely thing doe al che god⸗ 
lie ſpecially care foꝛ, and this marke doe they 
in the whole courſe ok their loue chit fly arme 
and ſhoote at. 

But as there map be aſſigned many endes 
and ſcopes.whcrefoze Friendſlip is ſought 
fo) and concluded among men:ſo is there one 
ſpeciall, and (as it were)a pꝛoper, chiefe and 
peculiar ende thereof, And that is this:lcoke 
whome GDD hath adozned and bleſſed with 
ſome ſpectall giftes aboue others, and ther 's 
by mooucd vs to haue the ſame partie foꝛ his 
rare qualities in admiration , vnto ſuch an 
one doe we willingly adioyne our ſelues, and 

34 with 
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with him deſire wee moſt gladly to enter into 
entier familiaritie. 

The firſt meanes therefoze , that firmely 
knitteth this moſte friendly agreement of 
mindes together, is the will of Gad, which 
mooucth and dzaweth our hearts ſo to doc, 
And next is tW admiration of the rare vers 

tues and ſingular giftes, which we ſee in an 
other: in ſo much that we carneſtly deſire ( be⸗ 
cauſe of the ſame) to bee in his companie, to 
haue his vnkained loue, and to ſand aſſuredly 
in his fauour. And becauſe we commonly ads 
mire and moſt eſpecially loue thoſe vertues, 
wherein wee chiefly take moſt delight, and 
whereunto we feele in our lelues by God his 
good gift, ſome ſparkes and inclinations: it 
commeth therkoze to paſſe thereby, that there 
is ſeene inthoſe that enter into this faſt bond 
of friendſhip, a ſimilitude and likenelſe of mas 
ners and affections, the one with the other: 
and that being thus linked together, they doe 
(by a certaine inwarde teſtimonie and ſecrete 
iudgement) retaine one and the ſame conſent 
in all things, and ſtill iumpe together in one 
opinion. 
This third cauſe therefoze foꝛ the pꝛocu⸗ 
ring and piecing of firme and true Friend- 


llup , is of moſt excellent foxce , and beareth 
molt 
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moſt effectuall ſway, J meane, the ſimilitude 
of maners, and like delight in ſtudies and af- 
fections . Fos, to will and nill alike, (that is 
to ſay, what the one wille th. the other to will 
the ſame: and what the other nilleth, the o⸗ 
ther to be alike affected, ) is ſirme and ſtedfaſt 
Friendſhip. Ftiendes therefoze commonly 
take delight in thinges alike, and chiefly to} 
the moſt parte frame themlelues by natures 
conduction and incliuation, vnto the loue and 
ſtudie of one and the ſelfe ſame vertue. 

The firſt foundation therefoꝛe of Friend- 
ſhip, is grounded vpon likenes of ſtudies and 
ſimilitude of maners. Fon, in that we hope to 
be defended, maintained and pꝛotected by our 
friendes:in that, we our ſclues deſire to be a⸗ 
nitable and admirable to the good and godly: 
in that, finally we ſceke a faichfull companiõ 
and helper,vato whome to impart our whole 
deuiſes and counſailes, all theſe are rather 
effects oftrue Friendſhip, then cuds thereof. 
Certes, in that firme and faſt agreement of 
mynds betweenc Dauid and Ionathan, there 
was none other [cope oʒ ende reſpected, thin 
this which we here mention. 

As touching that ſentence of our Sauiour 
Chit, Make you friendes of the vnrighte- 


derſtood, 


ous Mammon, it is not to bee otherwiſe vn: 14% 


wealthie, whom we commonly(notwithſtan« 
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derffood,then that we mult learne to beſfowe 
our wealth and money better, then the com. 
mon ſozte of men doe:namely vpon the pooze 
and needie, which may commẽd vs vnto God 
by their pꝛapers: and not vpon the rich and 


ding) are moze readie to pleaſure and bene» 
fite . To conclude therefoze with Cicero: 
There is this holy Amitie & godly Friend» ? 
ſhip , tfthe partie whom wee pꝛokeſſe to loue * 
and chooſe to our fricnde,bee not truely, ſin-. 
terely, vnfainedly, and onely fo2 himſelfe and 
by bimſelke, ardently, affectionatly, and har⸗ 
tily loued:

beſides, Therefoze we loue all men in a genes 
ralitie, but we tenderly and affectionatly ems 
bꝛace but fewe,s2 but ſome one onely, oꝛ pars 
aduenture none at all, Fo2 there is a greater 


vehemencie, and a mote effectuall lignifica- 


tion in this woꝛd Diligere, then there is in the 
woꝛd Amare, although to loue be the ſigniſi⸗ 
cation both ok the one and the other: which 
difference is wel noted by that moſt eloquent 
Marcus Cicero in one of his familiar Epi- 
ſtles, wzitten to Pætus. 

hereby wee may ſee, that fozce and vio- 
Irce is not the wap to pꝛocure and knit firme 
Friendſhip betweene parties: no pet feare: 
but rather a free chopſe of the mynde, and an 
hartie good liking toward ſome peculiar per⸗ 
ſon,vpon whom(God lo diſpoſing our heart) 
wee kranklie and in full meaſure W ”

ok myndes, that they werpe together, and re⸗ 
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allowed neuer ſo little difference herein, the

Foꝛ; ſuch is the foꝛte of Friendſhip, that 
whenſoeuer a man wiſheth any better happe 
to himſelf, chen he doth to his friend, it by c by 
teaſſeth and dyeth. And ſuch effect doth this 
L one wozke in the mynds of faithful frendes, 
that the one reiopteth at y pꝛoſperous eſtate 
and welfare ofthe other:and contrariwiſe, ſo⸗ 
toweth and is greatly greeued at his miſhap 
and aduerſitie: euen as wee ſee, came to paſlc 
in Jonathan, who greatly ſoꝛowed at the ca« 
lamitic and affliction of Dauid. ea, ſo migb⸗ 
tie is the fozce of this Loue and coniunction 


ioyce together. 
Finallp, when a man is faichfully pzofeſſep 
in 


whole zeale of our entier fauour, Foz, a man 
that enrolleth himſelke once in the Regiſter ? 
ofa perfect and ſincere friend, doth ſo effectu· 
ouſly and dearely loue his friend, that he euen 
accoumpteth and acknowledgeth him, as an 
other himſelfe: and wiſheth no better in anß 
reſpect to himſelfe, then he doth vnto that hig 
newe choſen Friend. Foꝛ, if there ſhould bee 
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Chriſtian Friendſhip. 
in this league of ſincere and true Friendſhip, 
he pꝛeferreth and moze eſteemeth his friende 
then he doth any other whomſoeuer: and bea⸗ 
reth vnto him a karre greater affection any 
ʒeale then to all other men, ( foꝛ ſo ſcemed To- 
nathan to pꝛeferre his deare friende Dauid 
befoze his owne naturall father) ſo farre fozth 
as Gods gloꝛie is not thereby eclipſed , noz 
his holy will and commaundement wilfully 
tranſgreſſed. Foz, he bewzayed and opened 
his fathers ſecrete counſell vnto Dauid , and 
tried out by deuiſes, what his fathers purpoſe 
ſapinges and meaninges were toward him: 
pea, this Ionathan feared not awhit to diſco⸗ 
uer and opt vnto him ſuch pꝛattiſes as greats .. 
y ſounded co the ſhame and repꝛoach of his 
owne father King Saule. 
This ſo vehement mutuall Loue, bꝛeedeth 
likewiſe among friendes a mutuall conſent 
and an holy agreement of mynds in al things 
pea, it ingendꝛeth alſo betweene thẽ a ſweete 
3 pleaſure and lõging deſire of the one toward 
the other. And the further that they bee aſun⸗ 
der by diſtaunce of place, the moze ardently 
da they deſire and long the one foꝛz the other: 
I as it were, one entier Soule, being ſeparated 
and vehemently deſiring the other halfe of i 
ſelle being abſent, Finally,the neerer they be

together, the moze is j flame of their inwary 
mutuall affection inkindled,and though dai⸗ 
iy conuerſing together, is ſtill made ſweeter, | 


and pleaſaunter. 


This kinde ok vehement Affection is not | 
lightly ſcene among any other perſons:foy it 
commonly falleth out, that this daily conuer⸗ 


ſation and frequent kamiliaritie together, 


bꝛeedeth and ſoweth among them either flat 
hatred, 02 at leaſt apparant contempt. But 
betweene Frendes it is the meanes that bin. 

deth and tyeth them the ſurer and the faſter 
together. Foz, their naturall diſpoſitions ſa 
rightly agree together, that what the one 
thinketh good, the other thinketh not amiſſe: 
and in all things they commonly retaine one 
and the ſelfe ſame iudgement ſtriuing within 
themſelues, whether ol them may ſurmount { 
and ouercome the other in curteſies and bes 


nefites, 


They dꝛawe mopeouer in one equall poke, 
they haue one will, one minde, one purpoſe 
and meaning, whereby their mutual conſent |: 
in all reſpects is not onely inuiolably conſer |! 
ued, but alſo much the moꝛe encreaſed. Ther ⸗· 
fore there is no iarring, no diſſenſion, na 
bzawling, no chyding, no contention, no ro | 
ward ouerthwarting betweene them that be 
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Chriſtian Friendſhip. 
fricndss in deede: but the one beareth with 
the other: the one peeldeth tothe other:in gi⸗ 
uing of honour the one goeth befoze the os 
ther:the one not ſo wedded to his opinion, but 
that he ſuffreth himſelf to be eaſily perſuaded 
oz diſſuaded by the other, ſo farre as the honoꝛ 
of God is not thereby any wap empapꝛed oz 
emblemiſhed, 

The third and laſt effect of crue Friend- 
ſnip, is the interchangeable turteſte, defence, 
pꝛotection, aſſiſtaunce, apde, maintenance and 
conſcruation to the very vttermoſt of abilitie 
and power, of one Friend foꝛ an ocher: with 
no leſſe care fo2 his pꝛeſeruation, ſaketie, pꝛe⸗ 
ferment, commoditie, and all other benefites 
what ſoeuer, both touching himſelke, and alla 
allthem that depend vpon him. 

Foz, if by that ſocietie & loue which oughe 
tobee betweene all the godlie among them 
ſelues, we accoumpt thoſe that by nature are 
F iopned and lincked vnto vs as our owne, and 
doe ſtudie which way wee may doe them any 
good, either in mainteyning them with ne⸗ 
ceſſaries, oꝛ vefending them fro extremities: 
how much moze ought one Frend to be care⸗ 
full foz the good eſtate and welfare of an o⸗ 
ther, and to accoumpt him as his owne, yes 


as himſelfe ; ſpecially . vowed and pꝛo⸗ 
miſed 
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miſed ( and that with an oth)ſo to doe? Thee» 


foꝛe he will bee readie in trueth ta ſap and to

pꝛomiſe the ſame that Dauid ſpake and vo» 
wed to Abiathar: He that ſeeketh thy life, 


ſhall ſeeke my life alſo. Their Gueſtes, theit 


familiars, their friendes, and their enemies 


ſhal be common betweene them, and no moze 
to the one then to the other, And to conclude: 
All things among friendes (accozding to the 


olde Dꝛouerbe) are common, 


Chiefly, pꝛincipally and afoꝛe all thinges, 


the one ought to haue an cſpectall care foꝛ the

A at all aſſaies they are helpfull 
and che one to the other. 
To conclude , by their moſt friendly and 


ayde (ſu farre as by the warrant ofthe Wow 
of God and of a good Conſcience is full) 
they vnfaynedly relieve, ſuccour, helpe, che ⸗ 
riſh,comfozt, encourage, maintaine, nouriſh, 
cheere vp and ſuſtaine the one the other, Foz, 
Friendes doe mutually helpe the one the o⸗ 
ther, either wich their wealth and goodes: oz 
els wich their avuiſe and counſell : o finally 
with their trauaile,and labour. 

In their gining of counſaile, and adniſe,o2 
in their admonittons and frendly directions, 
one Friend doth not flatter an other: neither 
doth he cõceale and hide from him, ik he eſpye 
and knowe in him any faultes wozthie ofres 
mebenſion.

26. ment, and that ſometyme very much, as wee 
may ſee in Dauid © But pet muſt wee obeye 
the lawes of God and of our frailtie:Leaſt o- 
therwiſe, wee ſhould(like the olde Gpaunts) 
goe about to make warreagainſt God, 02 it⸗ 
rcligioufly to pꝛeferte our owne affections 

, befoze the feare of the Loꝛd our maker. 
-  Therfoze, there may oftentymes be giuen 
molt iuſt occaſion to bzeake and renounce 
Friendſhip: but pet the vowe and purpoſe at 
the firſt, ought ſo ſyntertly to be made and in⸗ 
tended, as that it houldlaſ, continue, and be 
retapued fo} euer. Audtherefoze that tearme 
and ſentence which by ſome is vſed, is moſt 
beaſtip and repzooucable : Loue; as though 
thou ſhouldeſt oneiday hate. Which ſcn- 
tence and aduiſe, if it ſhould pꝛeuaile and bet 
allowed, then fart well all faſt Friendſhip: fo 
- |  _ ſhuen is all che fozte, pithandftrcngththereof 
vaniſhed; then bee all the ſyne wes of it looſed 


and 


Chriſtian Friendſlip, 
and weakened: and all that firnie truſt and af: 
ſured opinion þ ought to be among Frenves, 
(fafelp; boldly and willingly co impatt and 
tõmunicate together their myndes one with 
an other, and one to reuealt and open his ſe⸗ 
treteg vnto an other) is veterly daſhed and put 
to flight. Foꝛ why: neither will they, neithet 
dare they aduenture ſoto doe, fo} fearest al⸗ 
terclappes. 

Finallp, to the ende they may chankully. 
pleaſantly , truſtily and boldly liue together. 
this ſilchte Deuilith tearme of viffivence ar d 
diſtruſt ( Loue, as though thou ſhouldeit 
one day hate) muſt bee quight baniſhed and 
vtterly remoued out of their mynds: although 
(as I ſaid afoze)it may ſomctyme ſa fall out, 
that we map and ought to hate thoſe whom as 
fozetyme wee haue right dearely loued: but 
this thing happeneth contrary to the hope, 
deſire and wiſh of Friendes , There koze let 
this ſentFce of truſt and good opinion rather 
take place # be heard, Loue, as though thou 
ſhouldeſt neuer hate. 

So long therefoze,as thoſe two Friendes 
doe liue together, they dught in heart c vowe 
to cõſerue, ke epe and maintaine their Frend» 
ſhippe with all maner of behoouefull curte- 
ſies: and not to conceiue ſo much, as any fuſ⸗ 
C4 pition, 
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pition, either of meu vtter dilloluing 
thereof , Fa this courle doe they till — 
that are true and faithfull Friendes within 
themſelues. 
But there is an other queſtion here mourd: 
When the one ofthe Friendes is dead, what 
ought the other Frend being aliue, to do with 
the deceaſed parties Childzen? and how is he 
in reſpect of the Friendſhippe which hee bare 
to their kather, to deale with them 4 and whe: 
ther, the ſame Friendſhippe ought to be cons 
tinued towarde the Childzen of him beeing 
dead oꝛ no: 

Truelp, it very well ſtandeth with the rule 
of Equitie and Reaſon, chat as Childzen bee 
heyzesof their fathers Landes and Goodes, 
ſo alſo to enherite their fathers Friendſhip: 
accowdingly as Ifocrates miting to Demo- 
nicushath moſt excellently ſet downe. Be⸗ 
cauſe among the fathers Goodes, his Frend- 
ſhip is alſo reckeued, and is many times farre 
better and pꝛoſtabler, then al the enheritance 
that the Father leaueth oꝛ can bequeath vnto 
bis 2 toſurheffect commonly,is 
Friendſhip embzaccd and entred into, with 
an heartie deſire and affectionate vowe 'of the 
Parentstthat the fruite thereof may redound 
and bee continued euen vnto their poſteritic

and Childzen | 
Thus did the Friendſhip betweene To- 
nathan and Dauid reach and extend vnto the 
Childzen of Ionathan . Which although it

pet (doubtleſſe) is this euer included in the 
wiſh and deſire of all Friendes that the fruic 
of their mutuall Friendſhippe and loue, 
ſhould alſo after a ſoꝛte appertaine and be ene 
tailed unto their childꝛen: fox that,euery gods 
Ip and faithfull perſon hath ſpeciall reſpect tao 
pꝛouide, not oncly fo2 himſelfe,but alſo foꝛ his 
Childzen & choſe that depend on him. There 
foze are both the Wife and Childzen of the 
deceaſed Friend tobe tenderly loued, and all 
other thinges belives, that appertained vnto 
bim: yea, the very Dogges and the Cattaile 
that belonged vnto him: and all this,thzough 
an inward affection of hearty goodwil boꝛne 
unto the late owner, and by the law and duc» 
tie ofperfect Friendſhippe: Þowbcit not in 
ſuch meaſure and pꝛopoꝛtion as the partie 
Friend himſelfe being deceaſſed: but the cx⸗ 
ceeding great loue & vehement zeale of their 
late firme Amitie and ſtedfaſt coniunctlon lis 
ueth ſtill in the bꝛeaſt of him that remayneth 
aliue, and ſendeth foozth many ſparkes — bis

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bnfapned loue, whereſo:ucrhebeholdcchand 
is ought into godly remembzaunce of his 
deceaſſed-Frend;by his true aud liuely Jina«

but yet no further then to the Aultar, that is, 
no further then Religion and Conſcience 


"foe 
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foze Etheir doctrine was this, that a man late 
fully may doe fo} his Friend all the pleaſure 
he poſlibliecan,ſauing and foꝛpꝛiſing his cons 
ſcience and obedience to the wozd of God: but 
no further. And herein truely ſaied they well. 

As allo Aulus Gellius hath likewiſe noted.

alſo,fo2 our Friendes ſake( neither ought this 
loſle and vaunger to be refuſed, i we Aide Loh. 15.13. 
true Friends in deede ) pet the gloꝛie of God, 
and þ eternall ſaluation of our [Sovle,oughe 
moꝛe to bee eſfeemed and regarded then any 
cauſe of aux Friend whatſoeuer it bee. And 
we neither map, neither ought to bee thought 
herein to faile ; oz to come ſhoxte. in theoffice 
andduetie of a faithfull Friend, if we denye; 
at our Friends requeſt (be it neuer ſo earneſt eſt) 
to doe any thing that is vnlawfull and vniult, 
m againſt the law of God and Godlines: yea 
wee mult rather doe the parte ofa godly and 
Chiiftian Friend, in ſhewing our ſelues rea · 
die rather to obey God then Man: and alſo to 
haue moe care ot our Friends ſaluation and 
Soule health, then of any wozldly wealth o 
tranſitozie commonitie. 

And let him (whoſoever he bee that reque⸗

blame 
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blame and accuſe himſelfe fo aſ king: rather 


then vs fo2 denying and foz not obeying and 
feeding his humour. F od, be it is which franſ: 
eſſeth and.bzeaketh the true bounds of per 
ect and faithfull Friendſhid,and not we, 
Wee mull not ficke many times to ſuffer 
dur name tt fame to bee vniuſtly repoꝛted and 
ſpoken of, among the vulg ar ſozte of People: 
but neuer muſt wee either fo2 Friend oz any 
man els, commit that which is filthte,vngods 
lie, fraudulent, vnhoneſt oz wicked. Whereby 
it euidently appeareth , that that ſentence of 
Marcus Tullius Cicero in his Booke of 
Friendſhip , and other Philoſophers alſo, is 
erroneous, falſe, and vtterly to bee retected; 
loꝛ they ſay: I the caſe ſo ſtande, or if the 
matter ſo fall out, that our Friends willes 
in vniuſt cauſes muſt bee furthered & hol - 
pen, whereon either dependeth their life 
and death, or their fame and credite: Wee 
may in ſuch a caſe for their ſakes digreſſe, 
ſwerue and wander ſomewhat out of the 
path of honeſtie, ſo that it be not in a mat 
ter extreemely villanous, or wherein vtter 
ſhame and A ee may grow. For there 
bee certaine boundes: how farre to wade 
in our Friends behalfe, and wherin a man 
in reſpect of Friendſhip is n.. 
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- and in ſome caſes,it is not foʒbidden vs in our 


Chriſtian Friendſhip, :- 

Mee both may, and allo ought (J ſay) ta 
gratiſte and pleaſure our Friend:but by come 
mitting ſinne, oz offending the Commaundee 
ments of God, to caſt awap both our Friend 
and our ſelues, we map not, noꝛ ought not in 
any wiſe . Therefoze mape wee not foz our

And thus much ok Friendſhip, and of the

And ſoꝛ þ better confirmation of this their 
vpinion, they bzing the ſentence &iuvgement 
of that reuerend Father Ambroſe, in his firſt 
Booke of Offices. Chap. 23. and allo in his 
expoſition of che 118. Nlalme:where that hos 
lie man and graue Father ſeemech flatly ans 
abſolutely to condemne all kindes of Plape, 
generally. And ſo alſo an other auncient Fas 
ther, S. Chriſoſtome, in his 6. Homilie vpon 
Pathewes Golpell , diſalloweth in a genes 
ralitie all maner of ſpoztes and playes , And 
theſe be che reaſons which thei bꝛiefly alledge 
and bzing fo2 confirmation of their aſſertion, 
' Notwithſtanding, we doe not altogether

and ſay,that ſome conuenient recreation may 
bery reaſonably be allowed, and pardoned vn⸗ 
to humaine imbecillitie:and herein haue wee 
on our ſide, iopning in judgement with vs, 
the authozitie of other auncient Fathers, no 
leſſe reuerend and accoumpted of, then they:

Neither may a 
Chꝛiſtian mi cloyed with long trauailes and 
much labours bec any whit lefle denyed and 
debarred lay, fo; the refreſhing of his mind 
and reuiuing his wittes, then being wearie, 
to bee allowed to ſleeße: beeing thirſtie, to 
dminke:being hungrie to eate, xc. 
Pea, the Scriptures of God ( which be left 
and deliuered vnto vs as p beſt rule to knowe 
what things wee are bounden to doe, # what 
to eſchewe and foꝛbeare) make mention heres 
ok, as of a thing lawfull and allowable, and

Alveit,J doe not remember that J haue e⸗

tainedꝛoʒ (if it were not payed) might by law 
from the debter bee recoucred, Foz, there lay 
no action fo} any ſuch debt, neither was there 
euer any indiciall Blca by che lawes allowed 
to bee commenced and recozded , whereupon 
the Judge pꝛoceeded to any ſentence: vnleſſe 
(perhappes) it were the Teniſe plap, (which

But as fo2 other ſoztes of Play & Games,

The firſt whereof is this: That thoſe pubs 
Ike Exerciſes & Games which are appoyn⸗ 
ted by anthozitie of the Magiſtrate( although 
they bee tearmed and knowne by the name of 
Playes ) vet are not tompꝛehended within the 
tompaſſe of that generall Rule,befoze by vs 
ſet vowne & dcliuered:netther that the gaines 
and rewardes publiquelp appoynted and aſs 
ſigned by authozitie of the Pagiftrace foz bee 
nefite ofthe Common wealth, to bee thereby 
condemned. Fog, ſuch Games and Exerciſes 
are lawfull fo2 vs, not onely to followe and 
frequent, and fo2 the ſame to ſtriue and doe 
our vttermoſtdenopye : but alſo, if wee can in 
the ſame winne the victozie,we map honeſtlie 
carte the pꝛize away, and detaine and reſerue 
it ta our ſelues, aud lawfully keepe it as our 
owne well and truelp gotten goodes, - 
Neither needeth any doubt thereof to bee 
made, but that it is both lawful, and may alſo 
be done with a good and ſafe conſcience. F 0}, 
ſuchmaner of Pꝛizes andrewardes are p0* 
poſed and appoynted by the Magiſtrate, and 
not by pꝛiuate perſons ,, And if they were(as 
many times they bec)aſſigned aud ſet out by 
p2tuacs 
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miuate perſons , yet are they warranted by 
publique authozitie, Ag aine, theſe Exerciſcs 
of minde and bodie are pꝛoſitablie meant and 
appopneed, fo2 the whetting, charpening and 
encreaſing ok mens indullrie: whereby both 
the pꝛiuate perſon is ſolaced and retreated, 
and alſo a publique benefice to the Countrey 
und Commonwealth pzocured and pꝛoulded. 
Fog, theſe publique Exerciſes and open 
Shewes, Games, Spoxtes and Pꝛizes, bee 
(as it were) certaine pꝛeludes, pꝛeparatiues, 
allates and traynings of Marfare: aud may 
ſtande in great ſteede fo2 ſundꝛie occaſions: 
that when the Commonwealth ſhall haue a⸗ 
nyneede of our helpe, wee may be the readier 


to ſerne, and the riper in our charges: there · 


foe the trayning vp ol the people therein, (to 
helpe when neede is, their Countrey) is a 
thing not onely tolerable, but alſo very neceſ: 
ſarie and commendable, 

To this ende, and fot this purpoſe is it at 
this day in moſt Countries vſed, to traine and 
exerciſe their ſeruiceable perſons in hãdling 
their Pieces, their Caliuer, their Puſkec 
9) the Harquebuſe, to pꝛime, charge oꝛ ſhoote 
in great Ddnaunce, to traile and tolle the 
Pike, ro ſhoote in the long Bowe oz Croſſes 

bowe: becauſe theſe ber the things that baue 

wit many 
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many times ſtoode the Countrep in notable 
ſteede, when it hath by fozraine inuaſion oz ins 
ward garboples bene endaungered. 

And to the end, the people ſhould the moze 
willingly frame themſelues to the ſame exet⸗ 
ciſes, there are Pꝛiʒes & rewards by publike 
authozitie pꝛopoſed and ſet out: yet not of any 
great ſumme, but rather of ſome ſmall valew, 
and to bee as it were, a certaine cheering oz 
boneſt allurement vnto them fo2 their indu⸗ 
ftric:02 as a token of an open pꝛaiſe and com⸗ 
mendation giuen vnto them koꝛ their well dos 
ing: which is a thing greatly pꝛoſitable fox 
the Common wealth, Foz, honog, pꝛeferment, 
reward and dignitie nouriſheth Arts, and en» 
creaſeth knowledge: Glozte is the Spurre 
that pꝛicketh all men foꝛward to wel doings. 
Andtherefoze in all Ages ſuch kinde of pubs 


' lique Exerciſes and Magers haue bene aps 


poynted, allowed and pꝛactiſed. 
And albeit thoſe which were in the old time 
exertiſed, were farrediffcring from ſuch as 
we now adaies haue in vſe: pet were they oꝛ⸗ 
depned, and had a reſpect vnto the maner of 
CUartare arid Partiall ſeruice then among 
tbem vſed. Foz although they then had deui⸗ 
ſes and Engines to tinowe Darts and Jaue»

Unto theſe, did the Romaines afterwards 
adde an other , which was ; fighting with 
Ships on the water: exhibited and ſolemnelp 
kept, ſpecially in the Raigne of Auguſtus 
Cxſar, to conſerue in freſh memoꝛie his noble 
victozte at Actium:and the ſhew chercof was 
on the Riuer of Tyber. 

Afterward there was alſo added an other 
kinde of warlike exerciſe on oꝛſ back, which 
in the old time was tearmed Troye, and was 
accuſtomed to be openly ſhewed in the vſuall re wes at 
Fielde of Exerciſe called Campus Martius: iA 
but the name of this kinde of Exerciſe was Tranquill 
afterwarde called Toꝛne yments: which foz vi .

And thercfoze all ſuch kindes of Playcs 
and Games, we mulſt'confcſſe to be pzoperip 
and truely tearmed Alea: fo that, al the hope 
of victoꝛie and winning thereby, conſiſteth in 
the doubtfull hazard, euent, and caſting, whe⸗ 
ther it be at Cardes oꝛ Dyce: and not in any 
jauvable commendable tn lawfull induftrie 
ot man. Andthe auncient TUriters are of the 
ſame opinion with vs: foꝛ they like wiſe al⸗ 
firme this wozd Alea, to ſigniſie all that what 
ſoeuer, wherein taſuall lucke, vncertaine e 
uent and doubtfull hazard beareth ſway, 

Foz where che winners themlelues fen 
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tell how they ſhall ſpeede, noꝛ what good ſucs 
ceſſe thep ſhall haue, till they ſee it plaiuely ſo 
come to paſſe, there muſt lucke, chaunce and 
hazard needes altogether take place & bare 
ſway: and therefoꝛe is this maner of lay cal⸗ 
led Alea. And this is that naughtie and vile 
Play, which wee in this place and in all this 
our pzelent Treatiſe haue pronounced and 
pꝛoteſted to bee vnlawfull and dilallowablc: 
and dor heartilie wtſh it to be farre of from al

— dlaied it to his charge as 5 grea⸗ 
teſt repꝛoach that could be, that he was a Dps 
ter and a Gameſler, and that hee foſtered and 
countenaunced ſuch kinde of perſons about 
bim, Suetonius Tranquillus in the life of 
Auguſtus. Cap. 7 i. miteth, that this kinde of 
Play was noted and reputed in that mightie 
Monarch (being otherwiſe a moſt excellent 
Minte) foꝛ a great diſgrace and diſhonozable 
blemiſh:in ſo much that his delight in this fl⸗ 


thie exerciſe greatly eclipſed and dimmed the 


reſt ok his notable vertues. 

Claudius Cæſar gaue no wap moꝛe octa⸗ 
ſion to the woꝛld to atroumpt and iudge him 
foꝛ aBlockhezd and Dolt, then by his great 
delight that he tooke in Dyceplay, 

Gobilothe Lacedæmonian being ſent in 


te behalke of his Countrep, as Ambaſſadour 


to the Corinthians to ioyne friendſhip and 
| league 
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league with them: and finding che Piinceg 
and People there,plaptag at Dyce,made na 
longer tariance, but pꝛeſently returned home 
without either declaring his melſage oz cons 
cluding any League: ſaying that hee would 

1s | notſodiſtaine and diſhono2 his noble Coun⸗ 
g | trepmen of Lacedzmonia with ſuch an infa. 
g mie to be ſais that they had concluded friends 
Jt ſhip and made League with Gameſters and 
| pdle Dyceplapers.

were knowne in Rome to bee common Dy» 


ned to pay foure fould the vale w of the moncy al 
that they had loſt by play: to the intent others

| By the law Roſcia, al ſuch as cither plaied 
on loſt at Dyceplape moꝛe then their abilitie 
might well beare, were baniſhed the Couu⸗ 
trep. 

And Plato ſaieth in his Treatiſe entituled 
Conuiuium: that thoſe men which at their 
Feaſtes muſt haue Stage plapers, and Ac-

Aſconius ædianus wiiteth that ſuch as Aren. e-

ters, in thoſe daies were amerced and cõbem · nat Cicero- 


dect. tit. 5. 
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fours of Enterludes, ſhewed thẽlelues there⸗ 
in to be men ignozant of al good knowledge: 
who hauing (thẽſelues) no furniture of mat⸗ 
ter no2 ſtoze of woꝛdes, were glad(as it were) 
to begge and boꝛowe, o2 rather to hyꝛe pleas 
ſure at the handes of a ſozce of ſottiſh & looſes 
minded fellowes. 

The ſame doome may wee likewiſe very 
aptly and well giue vpon Dycers : to witte, 
that they addict themſelues to theſe crifeling | 
exerciſes , fo that they haue no better noꝛ ho- 
neſter recreation ofthe minde to betake them 
lelues vnto. And therefoꝛze are glad to ſeeke 
pleaſure, euen in theſe vainetromperies and 
idle deuiles. 

But what neede we hereupon to ſtand any 
longer, ſithence that one onely law of the Roe 
maines eutdently ſheweth how odious the 
ſame was accoumpced-$ the wozdes be theſe: 
If any one ſhall bee found to haue beaten 
or otherwiſe to haue hurt him that ſhalbe 
ſayd to keepe a Dycing houſe: or if during 
that tyme, any thing fortune to bee taken 
or ſtolne out of his houſe, Iwill ꝑiue no 
iudgement on his behalfe . And him, that 
ſhall offer any outrage or ſhew violence to 
any man about Dyceplay: Iwil according 

as I finde the matter, ſeuerely puniſh. 
ö Thele 
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Theſe be the woꝛdes of the Law, whereby 
it appeareth, that all that gayne which groe 
veth by this kinde of Play, cannot lawfullp 
in anpwile bee demaunded oz recouered, nets 
cker in place of Judgement noz ellwhere.

the Wiſe man ſaieth, the ende of this ſhoꝛte 
pleaſure Teaveth vnto al wickedneſſe, and the 


iſſue ot ſuch mirth ( beſides the conſuming ol pro. 14.14 
a mans wealth) bꝛingeth al waies with it, hea ⸗ 


uinelle of the mynd and ſoꝛowfulnes ot heart. 
And although beeing blinded in their owne 
follie, they thinke not of this geare pjeſently, 


yet ſhall they hereafter (ik they ſpeedilie re⸗ 


pent not, and turne ouer the leafe into a newe 
leſſon) feele by exuerience the ſmart of their 
deſertes, and ſhall finde this our admonit ion 
and ſaying to be moſt true and certaine.

| Thirdly,they ſay and aduouch, chat Dyce⸗ 
play is not ſimply , and of it ſelfe , harmefull

Law fozbiddens And whence pꝛoceedeth this 
oꝛdinarie and immoderate cuſtome of Play, 
but from theſe ſmall beginninges at the firſt, 
which mult therefoze bee cut away and auop⸗ 
de d. 2 
And whereas they further ſay, that there | 
is a Uertue (called in Greck Eutrapelia, and 
in Engliſh Curteſie ) which conſiſteth in mens | 
ſpotting and recreating themſelues together; | 
J affirme like wiſe chat there is ſuch a vertue | 
in deed: but that it alloweth any man to plap 
at any lewde and vnlawfull Games (ſuch as 
Dyceplape is) J vtterly denye: foꝛ it reſpec⸗ 
teth onely fuch, as are warrantable by the 
right rule of Honeffie.. And mozeouer ,it is 
ſuch a Uertne,as moderateth and goucrneth 
thoſe good Games and honeſt diſpoztes alſo 
whereof J enen now ſpeake, that we giue not 
dur ſelues to them beyond meaſure,no2 keepe 
our ſelues therein occupied, longer then bes 
commeth. 

Finally, they aſke this queſtion: M here in 
all the whole Scripture is there ſpectally a | 
ny ſuch odious mention made of Dyceplay* | 
ing, as we would ſeeme to vrge? herein 
(verily) they vnawares bewzaye their great 
ignozaunce. Fo, there be two moſt manifcfk 

places 
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places in the Scriptures, expꝛeſlely making 
mencion thereof, and that wich as great hoz- 

roʒ and deteſtation as poſſibly can be. The 

firſt is in the Plalmes: The other in the Go⸗ Paal. 1 
ſpell after S. Iohn: where it is ſayd, that they oh. 9. 24. 
played foꝛ our Sauiour Chꝛiſtes Coate, and 

that they caſt lottes(which was Oyce)who 
ould haue it. And truely this Game is a 
wide windowe,and almoſt the firſt gappe vn 
to all looſenes and diſloluteneſle of maners, 
which Sathan to diſturbe the vnitie of the 
Church,is wont commonly to ſet wide open, 

Bꝛiefly, and to make an ende, let vs con- 

clude this our pꝛeſent Treatiſe, with that 
place of that auncient Father Cyprian, in 
bis Booke de Alea, wherein he plainlie hes 
weth that Sathan the Deuill was the firſt 
deuiſer ofthis Play. Foz, when as Sathan 
the Euemie of Pankinde went about deepe⸗ 
lie to roote c impʒint Jdolatrie in the hearts 


ok men:and to make it an ozotnarte Sheſt als 


ſo at Banquets, Diſpoꝛtes and Meriments, 
to the ende that hee migbt thereby the mo2e 
freely raigne and carie rule among them and

(oꝛ as it were a ſweete poyſon) he deuiſed and 
hatched this deteſtable and wicked kinde of

Againſt Dyceplay 
And therekoze the Kinges, Queenes and 
Ucrlettes which are now with vs the Coates 
cardes , were in olde tyme and at the begins 
ning, be Jmages of Jdolles , and were cals 
led bp the very names of the Jdolles and falſe 
Gods themſelues. Thich now ſince, becauſe 
men be Chꝛiſtiãs, they haue ( foꝛ ſtark ſhame) 
cko med, burniſhed, and newe furbiſhed the 
namesthereok onelp, but as fo the plauſible | 
memoztall and very monument it ſelfe of Jo- | 
dolatrie, is ſtill retayned. Foz, becauſe they | 
would not be thought co imitate the Peathe⸗ 
niſh Idolatrie of the other, and pet neuetthe⸗ 
leſle maintaine the playe it ſelfe, they haue 
chaunged thoſe olde Jdolacrous names and 
Images, and call them now by the names of 
Charlemaine, Launcelot, Hector, oz ſome 
other valiaunt Captaines, Dukes oz Kings:

The name therefoze is onely chaunged, 

f[ at is to ſip, the colour, phiſnamie, purtra- 
ture and countenaunte, but the thing it ſelfe, 
tog ther with che lewdneſlc and beaftlincſle 
5 hereof, 
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hereof, remaineth the ſelfe ſame, and is al one 
and alike among all ſuch Chiiſtians , as ads 
dict themſelues co Dyceplay, 
Seeing therefoze that it hath here beene 
mooued and ſufficientlie ſhewed,that Dyces 
play is directly and flatly repugnaunt to the 
mitten wozd of God, vtterly harmefull and 
pernicious to the Players and Gameſters 
themſelues: accompanied & ftaughted with 
ſuch a ſozte of diſcommodities and offences: 
contrary to all good Lawes: ſwetuing from 
all wholeſome eſtabliſhed oꝛders: offering des 
flaunce to all refozmation;bidding battaile to 
all honeſtie: and finally beeing nothing cls. 
then (as it were) the moſt filthie exctements 
and helliſh inuention of Sathan the Ocuill, 
there is no Chꝛiſtian mã nædeth to doubt, 
but that he ought with all endeuour 
to abandon, fozſake, renounce, 


defye,and vtterly to ab⸗ 
ſtaine from it. |
